Gordon Bannerman. chief en­ 
gineer for the American Steel 
and Wire Corp., who was chief 
engineer in charge of the pre 
liminarv tramway survey here 
during the past, will be a Vil­ 
lage visitor during Ihe first week 
of June, according to Earl Coff­ 
man who conferred with Banner­ 
man last week in the east. 
Bannerman's visit will be oc­ 
casioned by another trip over the 
proposed tramway route accom­ 
panied by estimators from his 
own and other companies for the 
purpose of establishing a figure 
of costs for tramway bids. 
Coffman believes the bonds for 
the enterprise, which will be tax- 
free. will not be difficult to dis 
pose of for the commencement of 
early construction on the project. 
“By inquiries we have received 
on this i proposed tramway proj­ 
ect. to be the largest of its kind 
in the world! we of the Mt. San 
Jacinto Winter Park Authority 
feel the bonds will he gone with­ 
in two or three months from date 
of Issue,” Coffman satd yester­ 
day.

City Approves 
Plans for Use 
Of School Pool 
Plans for the use of the high 
school swimming pool for public 
use during the summer months 
were formulated at the city coun­ 
cil meeting this week at the be­ 
hest of Acting Superintendent 
Arthur G. Hoff. 
According to Dr. Hoff the use 
of the pool would necessitate 
five employees—a director, two 
lifeguards and two locker room 
attendants—and would cost ap ­ 
proximately 
$4890 
for three 
months. It was suggested by him 
that the city share half the cost. 
On the other hand, it was esti­ 
mated that there would he ap ­ 
proximately .$2400 income during 
that period for a net cost of 
$2400, leaving the city's share 
$1200 in cost. 
The city legislators decided to 
"give it a try” to see how the 
first few weeks worked nut and 
if there were not enough public 
response the pool would be 
closed.

O f G oin g to Court 
A business license wrangle ap­ 
pears to bp overtaking the Vil­ 
lage. Irving Olsan of Riverside 
said this week he is going to 
make a test case of what he 
terms a "restrictive ordinance" in 
Palm Springs against outside 
purveyors within the Village. 
Operating a furniture store in 
Riverside Olsan through his at­ 
torney, Paul Briskin. elaims he 
does nothing but deliver in the 
Village as an accommodation to 
Villagers; lhat he does not or 
has not sold or solicited business 
here, merely delivered. 
On April 29 one of his drivers, 
William Archuletta. was cited by 
the city license inspector. Joe 
Omlin. and Olsan says he is go­ 
ing to take it into superior court 
as a test of the Palm Springs li 
cense ordinance. 
City Clerk Louisp MeCarn said 
that all other outside firms pay 
the annual business license fee 
for doing business in the Village. 
City Attorney Roy C o I e g a t e 
said he had received no commu­ 
nication regarding the proposed 
ease. Neither has Judge Eugene 
Therieau.

With the concerted feeling 
that a new permanent hospital 
is an absolute "must" in this, the 
desert area, district electors 
Tuesday favored the issue almost 
13-1 in what is said to be the 
greatest majority any hospital 
bond issue has ever been given 
in the state's history. 
The entire Desert Hospital dis 
trict voted 1056 for and 84 
against, while in Palm Springs 
proper, the vote was 716 for and 
43 against, nearly 19-1 towards 
the construction of a new build­ 
ing for the hospital facilities. 
The vote was considered by au­ 
thorities to have been heavy 
considering the time of year with 
many residents already away 
from the desert. 
Kenneth Kirk, chairman of the 
committee for the new hospital 
said that credit for the success 
of the election "goes to the voters 
who turned out so well for this 
vital issue.” The reservation vote 
in district three of Palm Springs, 
encouraged during election day 
by a sound truck manned by 
Councilman Waliy W a r i n g , 
turned out with the highest per 
eentage of yes votes, nearly 26-1 
for the issue. 
The next step, according to 
Kirk, is to petition for $200,000 
state aid. which, if accepted 
(with presumably a good chance 
of such) will he matched by fed 
eral funds cf another $200.000 
making the total amount of 
$700.000 available for a new 
structure.

Start Off With 


$500 in the Sock 
Mayor Charles Farrell read a 
letter to the council at its meet­ 
ing this week that evoked a great 
deal of comment and approval. 
The missive came from F. C. 
Dougherty and was the official 
gift of the loudspeaker transmit 
ter and attendant equipment at 
the O'Donnell course to the city 
plus the facilities of a sound 
room for operating the sound 
system. It was given for the use 
of “qualified organizations for 
community purposes." 
The first paragraph of the let­ 
ter contained the most interest­ 
ing nolp, however. Discussing the 
"ultimate possibility of seces­ 
sion from Riverside county, pri­ 
marily because of the imposition 
of confiscatory taxes," Dougherty 
made the folinwing proposal: 
"The first responsible organ­ 
ization to head such a movement 
will get a check of $500 from 
me.” 
Council adopted a unanimous 
resolution of acceptance of the 
sound system and referred the 
subject of secession to the com­ 
munity at large.

The term of Conrad Nelson of 
Desert Hot Springs expires this 
Spring and he is a candidate to 
succeed himself, lie is opposed 
hv Warner S. Moon of Cathedral 
City.Tolls will he open from 7 a.m, 
to 7 p. m. at France s S. Stevens 
school here. Cathedral school in 
Cathedral City and Desert Hot 
Springs s c h o o l at Desert Hot 
Springs. 
Voters in all nine city precincts 
will vote at the consolidated 
Frances Stevens school precinct, 
those in county precincts within 
the district cast of the city at Ca­ 
thedral City and voters of Thous­ 
and Palms. Garnet and Desert 
Hot Springs area at the latter 
community. 
Holdover m e m b e r s of the 
board are Dr. F. A. Purcell, presi­ 
dent: Rolland Yailc. clerk: Hilton 
McCabe and Mrs Melba Bennett. 
As is the case in most school 
elections, a light vote is expected 
in Palm Springs although Desert 
Hot Springs and Cathedral City 
are expected to poll a heavier 
percentage because of local in­ 
terest.

For Battle 


Referendum Petitions 


Contain 2 100 More 


Nam es Than Needed 
With submission of more than 
2100 names over and above the 
3600 required for a referendum 
on the M-2 zone created by the 
county supervisors. Desert Asso­ 
ciates, leaders in the movement, 
are now laying plans for further 
and faster " action in an all-out 
effort to defeat the supervisors 
and Samuel Guiberson Jr.. in the 
attempt to estahlish a cement 
mill near the Palm Springs sta­ 
tion.Harry Harper, executive secre­ 
tary of and spokesman for the 
associates, said yesterday that 
there were several interesting 
new developments in the battle, 
FIRST, to him quite an amus­ 
ing development, was the so- 
called investigation of Desert As­ 
sociates by what was at first said 
to be tho'FBI, but which Harper 
said is the same man from the 
anti trust division of the Attor­ 
ney General's office at Washing­ 
ton who spoke up for Guiberson 
last Winter in the Los Angeles 
hearing as an “amicus curiae" or 
friend of the court. The man, 
William C. Dixon, is chief of the 
west coast offices of the Depart­ 
ment of Justice. 
Harper said Desert Associates 
would welcome an investigation 
“if they will make known all the 
results public!}'." He added, how. 
ever, that the department is not 
checking the associates' interest 
in the cement mill but is delving 
into past histories of the mem­ 
bers. 
A N O T H E R DEVELOPMENT 
was the revelation this week that 
Riverside Cement company filed 
years ago for mineral rights on 
240 acres of government prop­ 
erty adjoining Guiberson's. Ac­ 
cording to Guiberson, this com­ 
pany is and has been presumably 
a part of the combine attempting 
to squeeze him out. 
"If Guiberson didn't know 
about this then he's in trouble." 
Harper said. Guiberson is said to 
have been dickering for the land. 
ACCORDING to the latest dis­ 
closures. Harper revealed Desert 
Associates are now sending a 
letter requesting immediate in­ 
dictment of Supervisor William 
Jones due to asserted falsifica­ 
tion of campaign funds during 
his election. 
With the referendum becoming 
valid, (an early list check by the 
county clerk revealed most of the 
signatures valid t a question has 
arisen with the clerk. G. A. Pe- 
quagnat, as to the limitation pe­ 
riod of an election. Said at first 
to he 60 days, there is now a pos­ 
sibility that it may be extended 
for 90 or 120 days which would 
he more to the liking of the ref­ 
erendum leaders. 
Final word on this, however, 
must await the return of County 
Counsel Earl Reriwine who is at 
present in the east on business.

EVERY PALM SPRINGS RESIDENT must realize what makes the 
town tick. It is important to all concerned. We have three sources 
of income from: <1* Winter residents. <2* Vacationists. <3) Regular 
residents. If regular residents, who operate business and profes­ 
sional establishments here, depended on the patronage of each 
other, there would not be enough business to keep the town going. 
It stands to reason then that we are dependent on the winter resi­ 
dent and the vacationist for a living. And we need both. To keep 
them coming, we must continue to develop and maintain this as a 
recreational area. The encroachment of heavy industry would de­ 
tract from the appeal of the area as a recreational and health-giv­ 
ing resort. Light industry, of a desirable type, would do no harm—, 
hut the little employment furnished by heavy industry would do 
far more harm than good. Winter visitors and vacationists bring 
a thousand times more revenue into the area than a few indus­ 
trial employees. 
THIS SOUND REASONING bv those who live and make their living 
in Palm Springs is responsible for the opposition to the proposed 
cement mill. It is not the “cement trust” as claimed by backers of 
the cement mill. An overwhelming majority of the people who own 
homes, or income property, or business establishments in Palm 
Springs sincerely believe that heavy industry has no place in this 
recreational area, that it would have a damaging effect upon their 
homos, their incomes and the future growth of the entire desert 
area. Their judgement may be questioned, but not their integrity. 
Their opinions are honestly formed and have nothing to do witri 
any “cement trust,” if such exists. Their fears about a nearby 
cement plant are natural, reasonable and sensible. Who. vve would 
like to know, can guarantee that the projected cement plant would 
NOT be objectionable. What assurance have we? And, once such 
a plant developed into a nuisance, what could the people do to 
stop it? 
QUESTIONING THE MOTIVES of residents of the desert area who 
oppose the establishment of heavy industry in this vacation refuge 
is probably a smoke-screen used to cover up the questionable 
tactics used by the cement mill interests. This attempt to impugn 
the motives of the people of this area will only serve to make them 
all the more determined to protect their rights, their homes and 
their business and professional establishments.
